hitherto honourably observed, on

IMPERIAL COMMITTEE'S SURVEY.

The twentieth report of the Im- 
perlal Economic Committee (on 


sale at the Stationery Office, price: 


6d. 121 pp), deala with wheat. It 
is a survey, without recommenda- 
tions, of the wheat situation 
throughout the world in 1931. 

The Committee set itself in par- 
ticular to find out whether thero 
has been over-production of wheat, 
whether requirements are lixely to 
increase and what the prospects 
of prices are likely to be. 

The report shows that in ,tho 
years since the close of the war 


d/the quantity of wheat grown has 


greatly increased. Before the wai 
there was, on an average, an an- 
nual / expansion ‘of 68 millon 
bushels, and just before the war 
the world’s annual crop was about 
8,000 million bushels, leaving out 
Russia and China. This produc- 
tion dropped sharply. {In the war

Falling Prices.

In an era 
when there ‘fa widespread unem-, 
ployment and privation there is 
superabundance of. the world’s

|on a large scale. But the main 
reasons why a smaller crop in 1929 
was followed not by a rise but a 
continued fallin price must ba 
sought - in the general economic 
condition of the world. ; 
Increased Consumption. 

Nevertheless the stocks have ac- 
cumulated and to-day are double 
what they were ten years ago} 
they cannot be measured very 
closely because so much wheat is 
in the hands of farmers and mill- 
ers, but the known existence of 
jhuge supplies depresses ‘prices, 
Consumption iz not very easily 
measured, but some conclusions 
are established. In tha first place, 
the world demand for wheat ia in- 
creasing in consequence. of the 
growth of population. The con- 
sumption per head is Increasing in 
Russia, the Orient’ and tropical 
countries.’ The report quotes the 


Bureau of Leland Stamford -Uni- 
versity, that tropical countries show’ 
an increase’ {n consumption not 
only: absolutely, because of in- 
creased population, but also, per 
head. There are more people and 
each peraon is eating more wheat, 
In more civilised countries less 
wheat js being eaten ‘for bread, as 
fruit, vegetables, dairy ‘produce 
and augar have become more im- 
portant in the daily diet. The 
American who used, thirty years 
ago, to eat 6.4 bushes now eats 
only 4.2 bushels; but there has not 
been any great drop since the. war 
either in the United States or else- 
where. The demand for wheat for 
human food is inelastic in the 
chief wheat consuming countries, 
and abundance means a fall in 
price. .But per head. fonsumption 
includes the wheat ‘a man buys to 
give his hens or other livestock or 
to use for industrial purposes. 
The great importing countries, and

She was launched in January 1893 
and commissioned in 1897. Firat 
she did patrol work on-the Amazon, 
in South America, and joined Uncle 
Sam's Asiatic Fleet in 1902, Since 
that time she had been on duty in 
South China waters continuously 
until 1917, when she did duty 
around Vladivostok and the Rus- 
sian Islagds until 1927, when she 
went on the Yangtsze River patrol. 
Since 1929 she had been on duty be- 
tween Canton and Hong Kong. 

Equally well-known in — these 
waters was the Heldna's sistership, 


.jthe U.S.S. Wilmington, which went 


out of service in 1922, She had a 
better fate than the Helena in her 
“old age” in that she is now used as 
a training ship on the Great Lakes. 

The Helena came out of Taikoo 
Dock yesterday and is now at her 
accustomed anchorage at Yaumati, 
She sails on her final voyage on 
Friday, and will be escorted to

A mesange on the previous day 
stated: Plunging in the heavy At- 
lantic seas is a ship that cannot 
stop, the American collier H. F. de 
Bardeleben, which for nearly two 
days had been steaming complete- 
ly out of control.

The collier therefore continues on 
Jher heatllong course, which she has 
pursued since the White Star lin- 
er Adriatic first sighted her near 
Nantucket Shoal, off ‘the Massa- 
chusetts coast, yesterday. 

The H. F. de Bardeleben, 5,020 
tons, is owned by the Bulk Trans- 
portation Corporation, and her 
port of registry is New Orleans. 

She was built in 1918 at Seattle, 
and was first known as the Bre- 
merton. 


PROSPECTS FOR SHIPBUILDING. 


It has been stated that, because 
there are vessels of 3,000,000 tons 
laid up in this country, the pros- 
pects of new contracts are un- 
favourable. According to The 
Motor Ship, this point is unduly 
stressed, for the reasonthat there 
are British ships of 3,700,000 tons 
gross over 20 years old. Even in 
ordinary times these ships would 
be obsolescent, but their unsuit- 
ability for operation under modern 
conditions is far greater than in 
normal periods, owing to the very 
rapid advance that has been made 
in the construction of propelling 
machinery since the vessels were 
built. A 20-year-old steamer is 
now, for this reason, as out of 
date ag was a 30-year-old vessel in 
1912. Of ships over 20 years old 
in the world there are 20,000,000 
tons gross, and not one could com- 
plete on any basis of economy with 
a modern motor ship. It is be- 
Neved, therefore, that the slight- 
est turn in the tide would mean 
that contracts for new cargo ton-, 
nage must be placed in consider- 
able numbers. The alternative’ is 
to requisition obsolescent ships, 
and it can be demonstrated that, 
taking all costs into consideration, 
these are much less economical to 
tun than new motor vessels.

REMARKABLE VOYAGES FROM 
FOOCHOW TO LIVERPOOL. 


A comparison of the ‘fleets, both 
naval and mercantile, of 1860 with 
those of 1870, presents many strik- 
ing contrasts, In 1860, in spite of 
the progress of sYéam, the greater 
part of the work st sea iwag still 
dene under gail, Though our mer- 
cantile! marine,: included some 
700,000 tone of sféim shipa, the 
sailing tonnage was some seven 
times larger, Steam had invaded 
naval fleets to a greater extent than 
mercantile fleets, and ‘this Is shown 
by the fact that, in 1860, the Medi- 
terrancan and Channel squadrons 
were comprised entirely of vessels 
fitted with steam engines, 

But for all that, the ‘efficiency of 

the ships, both then and for some 
years afterwards, was judged al- 
most entirely by amartness at sail 
drill, and by the Randling of the 
ships under sail. Never in fact did 
British seamanship stand higher 
than just at the time when the 
steam engine was first seriously 
threatening the existence of masta 
and yards. In our steam: frigates, 
the rivalry between the crews waa 
as keen as it was between tha 
crews of the famous sailing clip 
pers. : ' 
Of the remarkable voyages of 
British and American clippers be- 
tween Foochow and London, Liver. 
pool and Melbourne, New York and 
San Francisco, there are many 
vivid accounts, Ships such as the 
Lightning, Taeping, Arfel, Thermo- 
pylae and the Cutty Sark, are 
among the most famous vessels of 
all time. Under favourable condi- 
tions the speed of fhese vessels far 
exceeded the speed of any steam 
ship. The Lightning, for instance, 
is recorded to have once sailed 420 
miles in twenty-four hours, in 1864, 
the Red Jacket mitle the passage 
from New York to Liverpool in 13 
days 1 hour, while in 1862 the 
Dreadnought crofsed from Sandy 
Hook to Queenstown” in 9 daya 17 
hours. 


Fighting under sail had come to 
anend at the bombardment of 
Odessa, during the’ Crimean War, 
on April 22, 1854, when the 
Arethuga, 50 guns, stood in and 


e 
ships, stimulated first by the ex- 
Perlences of the Russian War and 
secondly, by those of the Civil War 
in America, Our finest - warship 
afloat in 1860 was H.M.S. Victoria, 
an unprotected. wooden sailing line 
of battleship with full sail power 
and auxiliary steam power. She 
was 260 ft. long, 60 ft. broad and 
had a displacement of about 7,000 
tons, Her engines developed 4,200 
h.p. Her armament consisted of 
121 guns, the largest of which 
threw a projectile of 68 tt -welght, 
Le. but-a little heavier than some 
Of the projectiles of the days of 
Queen Elizabeth. The Victoria 
was launched in November, 1859, 
and exactly ten years Jater at 
Portsmouth in November, 1869, Mr. 
Childers, the First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, clinched the first rivet in 
the keel of H.M.S. Devastation, the 
first of the so-called “mastlesa” 


turret ships, and the proto- 
type of all our. subsequent 
battleships. Designed by Sir 
Edward Reed, the Devaatdtion 


was 285 ft long, and of 9,900 tons 
displacement. Her twin-screw en- 
gines developed 6,600 hp. and 
gave her’ a speed of 1834 
knots, She was built of 
iron throughout, carried four 
35-ton, 12-in. guns, mounted 
in two turrets, and was protected 
by 2,640 tons of iron armour, the 


inches. She carried four sails and 
had only a single mast for signal- 
ling ond for Hfting boats. The 
srots of the Victoria could pierce 
about 3'in. of iron, but those of 
the Devastation more tham a foot. 
Nothing perhaps illustrates better 
the momentous change in the con- 
struction and equipment of men of 
war during the years F860 to 1870,

Audit Department. 

Numerically not a large depart- 
ment, but an important one, audit- 
ing as it docs the accounts of all 
Government departments. It has 
expanded. Iittle ‘during the’ last 
twenty years, certainly not in pro- 
portion to the increase in the 
Colony’s revenue and expenditure. 
It would thercfore be unwise to try 
to force any drastic retrenchment 
on the department. Such a course 
would only lead to a less careful 
scrutiny of the Colony’s book keep- 
ing with the cnosequent risk of 
fraud, & 

2—There does not’ appear to be 
any sufficient reason for the employ- 
ment of a European lady steno- 
grapher, and it is recommended that 
the post be abolished. The Auditor 
atated that he would be willing to 
telease three Chinese clerks, pro- 
vided that he could select the three 
to go. This is but reasonable, and 
the Commissioners recommend that 
it be done. 

3.~The Senior Clerk in the de- 
partment {3 a member of the Senior 
Clerical and’ Accounting Staff and 
therefore Hable to transfer to an- 
other department. The Commis- 
sioners are of the opinion that to 
transfer the senior clerk of a de- 
partment in which he has spent 
many years does. not make for 
efficiency, and that the holder of the 
post should not be regarded as 
available for transfer.—This applies 
to all Government departments.—As 
this’ will deprive him of his 
opportunity for promotion to 
one of the higher posts in 
the Senior Clerical and Ac- 
count ‘Staff, it will in time 
be necessary to raise the post from 
Class I to a Special Appointment.

The reductions recommended in 
paragraph 2 have been effected. 

Whilst admittlng that there are 
advantages in making every depart- 
ment watertight so far as its senjor 
clerks are concerned, it is consider- 
ed that the disadvantages outweigh 
the advantages.
